Ike In Paris, Declares NATO Can Meet Soviet Threat 


PARIS W—President Eisen­ 
hower flew into Paris today, and 
declared the NATO alliance can 
meet the “despotic and con­ 
tinuing threat” of Soviet Rus­ 
sia. 


Arriving for a summit meet­ 
ing of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization opening AJonday, 
the President told a thin airport 
crowd of 200 persons the West 
must meet Russia’s space age 


challenge or lose its freedom to 
Red despotism. 
Eisenhower stepped from the 
four-engine presidential plane, 
Columbine III, into a sharp De­ 
cember wind. 
After a welcome to France 
from President Rene Coty and 
Premier Felix Gaillard, Eisen­ 
hower made the keynote state­ 
ment of his mission to try to 
breathe new life and vitality 
into an ailing Western alliance. 


Addressing the party of offi­ 
cials and diplomats on the cold, 
wind-swept Orly Field, Eisen­ 
hower said slowly and delib­ 
erately: 


“Today we live in one of 
those periods of test not only 
for France but all of France’s 
friends and allies, my country 
among them. It is for us, to­ 
gether, to determine whether 
men shall continue to live in 


freedom and in dignity or 
whether they are to become 
mere vassals of an all-powerful 
state.” 
The answer to this challenge, 
he said, is the development of 
a “true partnership” in “spirit­ 
ual, 
military 
and 
economic 
strength.” 
The statement was Eisenhow­ 
er’s first public speech since his 
slight stroke Nov. 25 that had 
affected his ability to speak and 


made pronunciation of some 
words difficult. 
Eisenhower spoke carefully 
but appeared to mispronounce 
only a couple of words At one 
point he said “addless-address;” 
at another word “art” gave him 
a second’s pause, but he repeat­ 
ed it and went on. 
The presidential plane came 
in on time. At 3 p.m. the U.S. 
chief executive, on his second 
visit to Europe as President, 


stepped out and walked briskly 
down the stairway to be greet­ 
ed by Coty. 
The temperature was 36. The 
wind was brisk and damp. The 
skies were gray with low, swift 
clouds. Eisenhower doffed his 
soft felt hat when he met Coty, 
then quickly put it on again. 
The President pursed his lips 
thinly. He seemed to feel the 
cold and perhaps the weariness 
of the long, overnight Atlantic 


flight as he listened to the wel­ 
coming speech of Gaillard. 


“Your presence here,” Gail­ 
lard said, “shows your interest 
for the future of this Atlantic 
alliance, which includes coun­ 
tries whose life rests on the 
same history, the same civiliza­ 
tion and the same morale, and 
who can be threatened by the 
same danger.” 
Eisenhower arrived with an 


offer of atomic missiles for 
Allied armies and an appeal 
for greater unity in the North 
Atlantic coalition. 
The 
United 
States 
faces 
trouble on both, but Eisenhow­ 
er appeared condident of suc­ 
cess. 
“We are all confident,” he 
said, “that in the supreme 
strength of balanced unity, we 
can move together toward se­ 
curity and peace.”

NOVATO MEETING 
Arguments For Flood 


Control Bonds Cited 


Describing flood control as 
“everybody’s 
problem,” 
Wil­ 
liam Mayo, Marin flood control 
commissioner, last night outlin­ 
ed the arguments for passage 
of the proposed $900,000 Nova­ 
to flood control bond issue at 
a public meeting in Novato’s 
Marion Street School. 


The meeting, called by the 
Novato Citizens Committee on 
Flood Control, was attended by 
about 35 persons. 
The com­ 
mittee, headed by Ray R. Coop­ 
er, is campaigning for the bond 
issue. 


The proposal will be placed 
before voters of Novato Flood 
Control District at a special 
election on Jan. 14. The $900,- 
000 bond issue would finance 
the 
widening, 
straightening 
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and diking of Novato Creek 
from Highway 101 to San Pab­ 
lo Bay. 
The project is necessary for 
drainage of flood waters out 
of populated areas, Mayo, a 
Novato 
resident, 
said 
last 
night. 
He pointed out that 
construction 
of 
roads 
and 
homes has greatly increased 
the water runoff rate. 
He also noted that encroach­ 
ment on marshlands, which 
formerly acted as holding ba­ 
sins, has created an additional 
flood control problem. 
Other speakers at the meet­ 
ing were William Cartee, also 
a Novato member of the Marin 
County Flood Control Advis­ 
ory Commission; County Su­ 
pervisor William Gnoss and 
George 
Marshall, 
seeretary- 
manager of the Novato Cham­ 
ber of Commerce. 
Marshall announced that the 
chamber’s board of directors 
will meet Dec. 26 to consider 
the possibility of supporting 
the proposed bond issue. 
As a private citizen, Marshall 
said, he favors passage of the 
bond measure. 
He said No­ 
vato will have “a great future” 
if (1) the bonds are approved, 
(2) adequate drainage is pro­ 
vided in the Novato Creek ba­ 
sin, and (3) suffient water is 
available for industry. 
Concurring with Marshall, 
Mayo said Novato cannot be­ 
come a business and commerce 
center or hope to be selected 
as the site for a new state col­ 
lege if its flood control prob­ 
lems are not solved.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Congressional Race Gets 
Complicated; Action Is Due 


In this off-election year, there’s more 
political activity than we've seen in a 
month of Sundays. Some interesting de­ 
velopments are coming as direct politi­ 
cal balloons. Others, apparently unre­ 
lated. have definite affect on particular 
election races. 
Take, for instance, one in the latter 
category, the case of T. Fred Bagshaw 
of Mill Valley. Fred has a long line of 
public service behind him. He’s been 
city councilman, 
supervisor, 
Golden 
Gate bridge director and a hatful of ap­ 
pointments to various public and civic 
jobs. 
Fred has been serving for a few years 
now, as assistant director of public 
works for the state. It’s a job he likes; 
he's doing well at it. 
Then the post of congressman from 
this district opens up. 
Some of his 
friends are suggesting he might run. 
No, says Fred, I’m happy. 
But things begin to happen that are 
beyond Fred’s control. 
Gov. Goodwin 
Knight decides to run for senate instead 
of seeking re-election. That means that 
no matter who wins next November, 
there will be a new governor. A new 
governor will probably want to appoint 
his own department heads, and a new 
public works director may want to ap­ 
point his ow n assistant director. 
Even this didn’t worry Fred — too 
much. He felt that he’d have the inside 
track 
and 
a 
recommendation 
from 
Frank Durkee, the present director. 
Nowr Durkee has decided to retire as 
of the first of the year. Max Gilliss has 
been named to succeed Durkee. Fred 
has worked with Gilliss and knows him 
well, so probably there’ll be no change 


there. But just the same, Fred is just 
one step farther away from security in 
his present job. 
Will this affect his attitude toward 
running for congress0 
Only time and 
Fred will be able to tell. 
On the other side of the coin is the 
new rumor that Republican Assembly­ 
man John A. Busterud, San Francisco 
attorney, is considering running in this 
district. 
Now just to keep the record straight, 
let's see what the U.S. Constitution says 
about where a congressman must live. 
It says: “When elected, (he must be) an 
inhabitant of that state in which he shall 
be chosen." He doesn’t have to be a res­ 
ident of the district which he w ill repre­ 
sent. He doesn't even have to be a reg­ 
istered voter, merely an “inhabitant’’ 
of the state “when elected.” 
So our congressional race gets more 
complicated. 
The Democrats of the 
seven-county district are gathered in 
Santa Rosa today in an attempt to decide 
on a single candidate. At least one of 
the two major candidates has said he 
will run whether he gets the endorse­ 
ment of the California Democratic Coun­ 
cil or not. Thus perhaps the Demos are 
assured of a primary race. 
The Republicans meet next Friday, 
also in Santa Rosa, to try to screen 
down their candidates. They’re likely 
to be deluged with applicants, both from 
within and now even from without the 
district. 
We hope both parties leave good men, 
more than one each, in the race so that 
the voters can select the best two in the 
primaries and pit them against each 
other in November.

New Public Works Director To 


Bring Vigor, Ideas To A Short Job 


SACRAMENTO (CNS)— Ap­ 
proximately two months ago, 
this column carried a story 
stating that Frank B. Durkee, 
state director of public works, 
was on his way out. and that 
he would be supplanted by 
C. Max Gilliss, now deputy 
director of the departm ent, 
then legislative secretary to 
Gov. Goodwin J. Knight. 
When 
Knight 
was 
ques­ 
tioned, 
he 
denied 
knowing 
anything about the arrange­ 
ment, and said the first he 
had heard about it was when 
Durkee 
contacted 
him 
via 
telephone. 


THERE WAS SORT of a 
stunned silence at this state­ 
ment, as most of the press 
by that time had it from un­ 
impeachable sources that the 
switch in directors was con­ 
templated at least. 
A fter the 
two 
m o n t h s 
elapsed, Governor Knight on 
Dec. 5 announced that Dur­ 
kee had decided to retire, ef­ 
fective Jan. 1. Then the gov­ 
ernor waited five days, and 
announced the appointm ent 
of Gilliss as D urkee’s suc­ 
cessor. 
All of which confirm ed our 
original story. 


GILLISS, the new director, 
reportedly encountered some 
opposition as a result of the 
publicity on his anticipated 
appointm ent two m onths ago. 
From the same source which 
originally inform ed us that 
the appointm ent was to be 
made, the report w as that the 
opposition 
to 
Gilliss 
came 
primarily from a group of 
engineers within the state de­ 
partm ent itself. 
However, either the oppo­ 
sition was withdraw n, or the 
governor figures it doesn’t 
m atter m uch anyhow, for at 
the present writing, Gilliss 


will have exactly a year in 
his new job. If a Democrat is 
elected governor, he would 
have little hope of staying on. 
If a Republican is selected, it 
is the custom for all directors 
to vacate their jobs when a 
new man takes office. 


BECAUSE OF THE contin­ 
uing character of the work in 
the 
departm ent, 
involving 
highways and public struc­ 
tures, Gilliss will not have too 
much time to rack up a high 
record of perform ance. 


But on the other hand, he 
goes into the job with an ex­ 
tensive background in public 
works. With this background, 
it is reasonable to expect that 
he will bring some new vigor 
to the state departm ent as he 
is 
comparatively 
a 
young 
man, im bued with new and 
fresh ideas. 


Advance Publicity 
Harms Reputation

No doubt many readers will 
take exception to your edito­ 
rial of Dec. 10, in which you 
defended the advance pub­ 
licity given the Pfftnik at 
Cape Canaveral. 


I quote one nationally cir­ 
culated newspaper:

anticlimax by trying to create 
a climax w here it was not nor­ 
mal for a climax to come— in 
the middle of a delicate ex­ 
perim ent.” 


The issue involved, it seems 
to me, is not one of the free­ 
dom of the press, as you seem 
to suggest, but rath er one in­ 
volving international security. 
If we continue to publicize 
our failures (I predict we do 
not), the nations now waver­ 
ing between East and West 
will likely tum ble into the 
Communist Camp, th ere to 
strengthen f o r c e s seeking 
world conquest. 


To put the blame on the 
press is perhaps amiss. The 
g o v e r n m e n t 
could 
have 
wrapped the V anguard proj­ 
ect in a tight security blanket. 
(The move would have been 
every bit as morally correct 
as your refusal to publish 
names of juvenile offenders.) 


Advance publicity of this 
type not only harm s o ur repu­ 
tation overseas and at home, 
but is also a threat to world 
peace.

The accuser, W. Warren An­ 
derson of Muir Woods, points 
to some weighty (if minute in 
size) evidence to support his 
stand. 


Contrary to the American 
political scene, this midget is 
accused 
of 
anti-red 
move­ 
ments — literally, taking the 
red out of the redwoods. A 
redwood itself, 
this 
white- 
wooded midget species appar­ 
ently cross-breeds with the 
giants, 
producing 
offspring 
which 
have 
white 
w o o d 
around the red core of the 
trunk. So effective has been 
its infiltration that an all-red 
redwood is a genuine rarity 
on the lumbering scene. 
A n d e r s o n himself 
has 
tramped miles through stands 
of Sequoia sempervirens and 
has found only one tree which 
was red immediately under 
the bark. Lumbermen, he re­ 
ports, 
likewise are finding 
the all-red redwood a rare 
thing — one reason for the 
gradually rising price on red­ 
wood. 


THE MIDGET REDWOOD, 
often mistaken for a baby 
sempervirens, is so hardy that 
it tends to crowd out tender 
seedlings of the 
woods. 
While small in 
never tops 50 feet 
get multiplies from a burl as 
well as by cone. One such 
burl measuring 8 by 12 feet 
and w eighing 10 tons was dug 
up by a Mendocino lumber 
crew. The burl was so hard 
that it broke three saw blades. 
Such burls are common, ac­ 
cording to Anderson, 
and, 
though the parent tree may 
die, the burl lives on, sending 
out runners to distances of 60 
feet, with sprout trees grow­ 
ing every three or four feet. 
Those nearest the burl may 
be 20 feet high; the furthest 
out, only three or four feet. 


A MIDGET may look like 
any baby redwood to you and 
me, but to a botanist it has 
characteristics of its own. 
The mark of the midget, ac­ 
cording to Anderson, is that 


its fronds are never flat, but 
V-shaped. 
“ It tries to be a flat frond, 
but never makes it,” he com­ 
ments. 
Leaves at the tips of the 
branches are arranged in a 
spiral fashion, rather than 
flat. 
The midget, however, has 
many forms, as does its giant 
cousin. The 50 varieties of the 
coast redwood 
range 
from 
prickly to soft-needled, from 
blue-gray in color to a deep 
green — many with silver- 
backed leaves. 
CONSPICUOUS clue to the 
midget is its stubby con«. The 
true redwood has a long, slen­ 
der cone, Anderson 
points 
out. He managed to secure a 
few two years ago when he 
fqund his “ pure” redwood in 
Marin County — location, se­ 
cret. 
Crosses of the two (practic­ 
ally all the coast redwoods) 
have cones halfway between 
the two. 


Anderson 
is 
anxious 
to 
track down other true red­ 
woods, and is offering a free 
midget redwood as reward. 
The midgets make ideal house 
plants or subjects for dwarf­ 
ing. He may be reached at 
Route 1, Box 155, Mill Valley. 
His nursery is located 1.7 
miles beyond Muir Woods Na­ 
tional 
Monument 
t o w a r d 
Muir Beach. 
IN ADDITION to his work 
with the coast redwood, An­ 
derson is developing hardier 
strains of redwood for grow­ 
ing in other climates. Botan­ 
ists recognize no less than 
nine genera of the redwood 
family, of which California’s 
two species, Sequoia semper­ 
virens and Sequoia gigantea, 
constitute only one. 
Anderson was instrumental 
in finding that the bald cy­ 
press of our southern swamps 
(Taxodium distichum) is a true 
redwood, along with two oth­ 
ers, pond cypress and Mexi-

BOTH FORMS of California 
redwoods have been grown 
outside the state. In Virginia, 
one E. D. Heins has 18 red­ 
woods, both sempervirens and 
gigantea, growing. In New 
England, a 55 to 60-year-old 
tree is now 64 feet tall and 
eight feet around. 


Some coast redwoods were 
taken to Spain over a century 
ago and are thriving—with ir­ 
rigation, of course. The office 
of U.S. High Commissioner to 
Germany discovered 454 giant 
sequoias 
in 
that 
country. 
Some 3,000 are growing in the 
British Isles. 
Anderson reports that more 
than 25,000 are growing in 
45 states and 30 foreign coun­ 
tries, many of whose queries 
have been referred to him by 
the State Department.

BESID ES the now-famous 
Dawn redwood (Metasequoia), 
the Orient boasts such red­ 
woods as Chinese swamp red­ 
wood 
(glyptostrobus), 
Japa­ 
nese "cedar” (Cryptomeria), 
Chinese Cunninghamia, and 
Taiwania, a tall evergreen on 
Formosa. 
He has gone to great pains 
to get seeds from an extreme­ 
ly 
hardy Arthrotaxis from 
Tasmania, the island south of 
Australia. While not a tall 
tree (30 to 45 feet), some of 
the Arthrotaxis trees grow on 
extremely cold m o u n t a i n 
slopes.

“We are building the most 
beautiful and modern Venetia 
City in the world, and we 
make this statement without 
fear of contradiction,” so said 
Fabry McMahan, founder of 
Santa Venetia, the picturesque 
subdivision north of San Ra­ 
fael. 
But it is not as McMahan 
visualized it, a city traversed 
by concrete canals, gondolas 
carrying residents to their 
Adriatic-styled homes and — 
but let me tell you of his 
dream as it was recorded 
more than 40 years ago: 
“He 
widened 
the 
canals 
where they needed it; out­ 
lined them with concrete sea­ 
walls and built a pier at the 
end nearest the bay where 
the boat is to land the city 
workers taken up at the San 
Francisco d o c k — directly 
from office doorstep to home 
doorstep. He built a pleasure 
palace in Venetian style, mod­ 
eled after the Doge’s palace, 
with cream walls and red 
tiled roof, that would be a 
gathering place for the dwell­ 
ers there; made a swimming

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tank beside it, and behind 
that a playground of white 
sand with sturdy little bare­ 
legged children playing on it. 
He built houses that were 
pleasant homes, open to the 
sun and air, uncrowded, with 
elbow room and lawns, and 
bright flowers—built them in 
Venetian style, with creamy 
walls and red-tiled roofs to fit 
into the picture. He built an 
imposing, picturesque hotel 
crowning a round, wooded is­ 
land at the other end, around 
which the canal would run, 
and put a bridge across the 
canal over which the house­ 
holders and the hotel guests 
could travel. Set up a cafe 
with verandas—in the Vene­ 
tian style, too — where the 
dwellers can go when domes­ 
ticity irks them; and where 
the casual visitors may be 
easily entertained. 
“ON THE CANALS . . . he 
has pleasure crafts, row boats, 
launches, canoes and down to 
the w ater’s edge he has steps 
running every 300 feet, so 
that 
the 
householder 
can 
come out of his own door and 
plump into the water for a 
morning swim, or step into a 
boat in a jiffy and wake his 
muscles rowing. 
“Winding along the level 
grade at the base of the foot­ 
hills is a boulevard . . . 
smooth, firm, dry, dustless, 
80 feet wide, for automobiles 
and traps. Also a bridle path 
breaking off into trails that 
climb 
up 
into 
hills 
from 
which you can look down on 
nature-made pictures that we 
scramble over Europe to see 
the like of, just because their 
praises have become history.” 
This was Mabry McMahan’s 
dream as told in the leading 
article of a brochure of the 
Venetia Company, formed for 
the promotion of Santa Vene­ 
tia. And he was not alone in 
this dream. This is proved by 
the same brochure in which 
the project was acclaimed by 
outstanding 
C a lifo rn ia n s. 
John McLaren, the “father” 
of San Francisco’s 
Golden 
Gate Park, w ho later designed 
the 
landscaping 
for 
Santa 
Venetia, said in a letter to 
McMahan, 
“I 
have 
never 
known a property that could 
give the people all the heart 


could wish for as completely 
as yours. What appeals to me 
most strongly are its wonder­ 
ful opportunities for Venetian 
effects. . . . It is a grand plan 
and everyone will be anxious 
to own a home there, and we 
will aid you to the fullest 
extent of our power in fur­ 
thering its completion. San 
Francisco is sadly in need of 
just such a place.” 
THE F A M O U S ARCHI­ 
TECT, Bernard R. Maybeck, 
wrote: “1 consider it most 
feasible and really a discov­ 
ery, the finding of so lovely 
a spot with eight miles of 
natural placid canal, 
from 
one hundred to six hundred 
feet wide, in conjunction with 
a bay of forty miles, having 
a background of so wonderful 
a setting of rolling hills, heav­ 
ily foliaged. . . . Such is not 
to be found in the new or 
old world; Venice and Naples 
of Europe and Newport not 
be excepted.” 
(M cM ahan’s development 
was referred to as “The New­ 
port of the West” in this and 
other brochures.) 
On the letterhead of the S. 
and G. Gump Co., San Fran­ 
cisco, A. L. Gump wrote: “It 
pleases the writer to note that 
many of your architectural 
beauties are going to be as 
they should be, of a Venetian 
character, and I wish to tell 
you most frankly, that you 
should have the endorsement 
and 
encouragement 
of all 
those who love California.** 
Mabry McMahan planned 
his dream city for the prop­ 
erty he owned fronting on 
Gallinas Creek, one of the 
upper reaches of San Pablo 
Bay. It was part of the origi­ 
nal holdings of Don Timoteo 
Murphy, whose adobe hacien­ 
da on what was to become 
San Rafael’s Fourth street, 
was the first home in the 
town. Don Timoteo was the 
owner of the Rancho San 
Pedro, Santa Margarita y Las 
Gallinas grant, just north of 
San Rafael. After his death 
the grant went to his heirs. 
HIS NEPHEW, John Lucas, 
owned all the section known 
as Lucas Valley and his home 
is what is known today as the

Freitas ranch. Don Timoteo’s 
brother, Matthew Murphy, re­ 
ceived 515 acres, including 
what is now Santa Venetia. 
This property passed through 
several hands, until on Nov. 
4, 1858, William F. McAles- 
ter, who had large property 
interests in San Francisco and 
w « a member of the San 
Francisco real estate firm of 
Madison. Burke and McAles- 
ter, bought the property. 
On his death in San Rafael 
July 24, 1902, the Marin coun­ 
ty property went to McAles- 
ter's widow and their two 
daughters. 
One of these was Ada Ma­ 
bel McMahan, wife of Mabry 
McMahan. She and her sister, 
Nellie McAlester, gave McMa­ 
han a deed to 193 acres, 
which included the Santa Ve­ 
netia 
site. 
He 
deeded 
the 
property to the Venetia com­ 
pany of which he was presi­ 
dent and on Aug. 14, 1914 
filed the map for the devel­ 
opment. 
The names he chose for his 
streets have sentimental in­ 
terest. Vendola drive was the

boulevard 
on 
the 
water 
front. 
One 
street, 
Adrian way, was named for 
his son and another for him­ 
self, Mabry way. 


A FRONT PAGE story in 
the San Rafael Independent 
on April 29, 
1913 gave a 
“ progress” 
report. 
Headed 
“Santa Venetia To Be Gar­ 
den Spot of West” — Mabry 
McMahan Lets Contract for 
over $250,000. Hotel and Pal­ 
ace To Be Marvels of Archi­ 
tecture,” the article says: 


“ Mr. Mabry McMahan has 
resumed operations on Santa 
Venetia Beautiful. Last year 
he spent nearly a hundred 
thousand dollars in raising 
the marshland in his tract 6 
and 8 feet and the year be­ 
fore 
he 
spent 
$60,000 
in 
building three miles of canals 
and six miles of levees. 


“ Last Wednesday he had 
Howard Holmes, one of the 
best engineers on the coast, 
and a consulting engineer for 
San Francisco, at Santa Vene­ 
tia figuring upon plans and 
specifications 
for 
the 
six 
miles of concrete walls that 
will 
enclose 
the 
600 
acre 
tract. 


“ Mr. McMahan has let a 
contract for $215,000 for the 
concrete walls to a San Fran­ 
cisco firm and ground will be 
broken on this work within 
the next ten days. As there 
are three miles of canals in 
the tract, it will take six miles 
of concrete walls. The walls 
will be built of concrete piles, 
driven in the mud and sup­ 
ported by reinforced concrete 
slabs. In the reinforced work 
alone 140 tons of steel will 
be used. At intervals of 400 
feet along each side of the 


canals, will be concrete steps 
leading down to the water to 
large floats. 


“AROUND 
THE 
ENTIRE 
three miles of canals will be 
concrete boulevards 80 feet 
wide. Work on these boule-

A Contract Was Let For Six Miles Of Canals 


(From preceding page.) 


vards will begin within sixty 
days. All along the canals at 
intervals of 700 feet will be 
a number of concrete arch 
bridges that will span the 
canals. 
“ All the concrete work in 
the walks and bridges will be 
colored a dark red and all the 
plants will be from the trop­ 
ics. In other words, it is the 
idea of Mr. McMahan to give 
the place a tropical appear­ 
ance. . . . Beautiful palms, 
banana trees and the like will 
be shipped and transplanted. 
All the walks between the 
lots will be of red concrete. 


Outside of the tropical plants 
it will be part of the contract 
of purchase that every home 
will have a lawn and no sta­ 
bles or outbuildings with the 
exception 
of 
garages. 
All 
buildings 
must 
be 
of the 
Venetian style 
of architec­ 
ture, with red tile roofs. . . . 


“ The swimming tank will 
be built entirely of concrete 
and will be 600 feet long and 
100 feet wide. . . . The palace 
will be erected near the swim­ 
ming pool and arched in front 
for the pleasure boats. The 
upstairs part of the palace 
will be used as a cafe and 
auditorium. 


“ A MAGNIFICENT HO TEL 
of 500 rooms will be erected 
on the island, which will be 
reached by a number of beau­ 
tiful Venetian arched bridges. 
Esplanades will 
be 
b u i l t 
everywhere, and on the sum­ 
mit of the island will be an 
immense waterfall that will 
be supplied with water pump­ 
ed from the canals by elec­ 
tricity. This waterfall will be 
visible from the railroad train 
and from the boulevards. . . . 


' Mr. McMahan figures on 
completing all 
the 
cement 
work and boulevards by the 
1st of October. Over 300 men 
will be engaged in the work. 


. . . Among other things plan­ 
ned by Mr. McMahan is an 
80 foot boulevard beginning 
near the land of the old golf 
links and skirting the hills 
for several miles to the lands 
of banker Freitas. A number 
of 20 foot bridle paths will 
lead from the grounds cir­ 
cling the hills in the back­ 
ground to a height of 900 
feet. . . . 


“ But few people realize the 
magnitude of Mr. McMahan’s 
undertaking 
and 
w h a t 
it 
means to this side of the bay. 
When completed it will be 
one of the wonders of the 
Coast and will be the most 
appropriate and novel Vene­ 
tian city of its kind in all the 
world. . . . He has arranged 
for the hiring of a number of 
gondolas from 
Venice 
and 
skilled Venetian oarsmen will 
ply the oars in and around 
the winding canals. . . . ” 


Then came the grand open­ 
ing. It was reported in the 
issue of Thursday, November 
14, 1914 in The Marin Jour­ 
nal: 


“ N EA R LY 3,00« PE O PLE 
during Saturday and Sunday, 
the 
opening days, 
enjoyed 
the hospitality of Mabry Mc­ 
Mahan at Santa Venetia, the 
wonder city of Marin County. 
The 
m a r v e l o u s 
change 
wrought by Mr. McMahan in 
the site selected for the pro­ 
mulgation of his project ex­ 
cited the admiring comment 
of every guest. 


“ Automobiles were k e p t 
busy every hour during the 
two days in transporting Mr. 
McMahan’s guests to the little 
town on the bay shore. There 
was a program of sports ar­ 
ranged with great attention 
to detail, water polo, swim- 


men and women, pony polo 
end boat racing along the 
beautiful 
waterways, 
which 
wind up from the bay shore. 


“ The Dolphin, South and 
Aerial clubs of San Francisco 
participated in many of the 
events. The pony polo game 
was won by the Riding School 
team of San Francisco against 
a San Rafael team by a score 
of 3-0. 


“ The first lot put on the 
market was purchased by Mr. 
Carmichael of Sacramento, a 
millionaire, who had amassed 
his fortune in real estate and 
who believes in the future of 
Santa Venetia. 


“ John 
McLaren, 
superin­ 
tendent of Golden Gate Park, 
has had the supervision of 
Santa Venetia for some weeks 
past. The work will advance 
rapidly from now on, as near­ 
ly all the grading, bulk head­ 
ing and road building has 
been completed. Twenty five 
gardeners will be put to work 
immediately to beautify the 
grounds. Construction work 
on the hotel w ill be started in 
a few weeks and before many 
months guests will be invited 
to spend their outings at the 
most beautiful little city in 
America.” 


THE 
NAME 
OF 
McMA- 
IIA N was known throughout 
the state through which he 
traveled telling the wonders 
of his Venetian city. He was 
elected president of the Cali­ 
fornia State Realty Federa­ 
tion and many of Califor­ 
nia’s V IP ’s came to confer 
with him. 


Another “ progress” report 
on his “ city” appeared in the 
October 5, 1915 issue of the 
Marin Journal. It said: 
“ Mr. McMahan’s Venetian 
City is shaping up beautiful­ 


ly, and is more than favor­ 
ably commented upon by the 
critics and those who have 
traveled throughout the old 
and new world. A day spent 
on the canals and over the 
twenty miles of bridle paths 
is enchanting pastime. Such 
a place is sadly needed near 
San Francisco and the bay 
cities. Our interior counties 
will soon grasp the advantage 
of this unique creation, and 
it is safe to predict that those 
who see it will be satisfied 
with nothing less than a resi­ 
dence there.” 


The Panama Pacific Inter­ 
national Exposition took place 
in 
1915 
and 
was 
located 
where San Francisco’s Marina 
District is today. McMahan 
bought three of the exhibit 
buildings and had them mov­ 
ed to Santa Venetia. One was 
a colonial type, known as the 
Virginia building. The other 
two buildings and the method 
of transportation are describ­ 
ed in this article in the Marin 
Journal on Aug. 3, 1916. It 
said: 


“ Mabry McMahan is rapidly 
adding to his collection of 
picturesque 
but 
substantial 
buildings at Santa Venetia, 
this pretty suburb of San Ra­ 
fael. His latest addition is a 
white pine bungalow which 
was one of the attractive ex­ 
hibits at the exposition. The 
builders were the Weed, Red 
River and McCloud Lumber 
Co. Mr. McMahan purchased 
it as well as another struc­ 
ture, the Indiana State Build­ 
ing, and moved both of them 
to his new city. 


“ TH E TRANSPORTATION 
was by barge. The bungalow 
was first removed from South 
Gardens to the Yacht Harbor, 


a distance of less than a mile. 
This part of the journey con­ 
sumed a week. It was then 
put aboard the barge and tak­ 
en across the bay, a distance 
of 15 miles, in six hours. The 
bungalow was visited by 3,- 
000,000 exposition sightseers 
in 1915. It weighs 100 tons.” 
(The Virginia building, a 
replica of George Washing­ 
ton’s home, was brought over 
in 1917.) 


Those three buildings and 
the boathouse, where the ded­ 
ication exercises for the new 
“ city,” took place, stood for 
many years alone. Financial 
backing for further develop­ 
ments was lacking and the 
lots did not sell. Santa Vene­ 
tia was a forlorn looking area 
for many years with streets 
without houses and the pam­ 
pas 
grass and 
palm 
trees 
slowly dying, along sidewalks 
which led no where. With 
World W ar II and the build­ 
ing boom, Santa Venetia came 
to life and it is now filled 
with homes. 


Although Santa Venetia is 
actually only a small section 
of the land just north of San 
Rafael and to the right of the 
Redwood 
Highway 
g o i n g 
north, the whole section is 
often spoken of erroneously 
as Santa Venetia. 


ONE OF T H E LA R G EST 
RAN CHES adjacent to Santa 
Venetia was owned by Ed ­ 
ward G. Stetson whose son 
Meriam Stetson and his wife, 
reside on a portion of the 
ranch, the other part having 
been sold. On it are the Santa 
Venetia school and the at­ 
tractive subdivision of North- 
bridge.

Victorian had its 
roots in Louis XV designing

THE LIFE OF THE PARTY, by 
Bennett Cerf, Hanover House 
(Doubleday & Co.), 352 pp., 
$2.95. 


The creator of “Try and 
Stop Me’’ (daily Independent- 
Journal editorial page) leaves 
scarcely an oyster half-shell 
unturned to find new stories. 
The lengths to which he 
goes to authenticate original 
true yarns (and their much- 
twisted progeny) is verified 
by one Marinite. Author Ben­ 
nett Cerf (who runs Random 
House publishing firm) trac­ 
ed a chain of ex-GI’s from 
their wartime South Pacific 
habitat—this one to Korea— 
to track down the source of 
one funny. 
Which does not bear out 
grumblings we’ve heard that 
Cerf is a joke thief. 
At any rate, the stories in 
this book were new to us. 


The EARTH CHANGERS, by 
Neill C. Wilson and Frank J.

This is a scholarly work for 
students of Mayan culture. 
The author has taken infinite 
pains 
to 
correlate 
various 
ruins of the Yucatan penin­ 
sula — and likewise infinite 
pains not to jump hurriedly 
to conclusions. 
While it is slow reading, as 
scholarly works often are, the 
illustrations, both graphic and 
photographic, keep the reader 
in pace with the author— who 
covers considerable ancient 
ground and does it well. 
For an off-the-beaten-track 
tourist in Mexico, this volume 
will furnish a fine itinerary 
not found in guide books.

“ Prometheus Unbound” 
de­ 
scribes the tortured struggle 
of Prometheus, who has been 
chained on a rock by the 
Greek god Zeus for taking fire 
from heaven to mankind. It is 
the symbol of man fighting 
his fate that Usigli has trans­ 
lated into music. 


The theme consisting of 
h o p e l e s s semitones, first 
heard in the dark registers of 
bass clarinet and bassoon, re­ 
appears throughout the whole 
composition, 
g i v i n g 
it 
a 
sombre character that finally 
ends with the forceful chords 
indicating that Prometheus is 
free. 


To “ Humanitas” Usigli him­ 


self comments: 


“ While the title may be 
translated variously, in th»s 
case it indicates the inevitable 
vicissitudes of man, contrast­ 
ing periods of divine exulta­ 
tion and magnificent accom­ 
plishment with moments of 
deplorable weakness.” 


Usigli’s highly 
expressive 
style is based on an abund­ 
ance of rich harmonic combin­ 
ations. Sounds and colors of 
the 
orchestra, 
not 
distinct 
rhythm, characterize him.

Buy A Living Conifer Instead

Instead of buying a Christ­ 
mas tree each year and dis­ 
posing of it at season’s end, 
an increasing num ber of wise 
home owners are selecting 
“living” Christm as trees. At­ 
tractive small, slow-growing 
conifers, bought in contain­ 
ers at local nurseries, can be 
kept in attractive tubs for sev­ 
eral years, situated outdoors 
except during the Yuletide. 
The California Association of 
N urserym en s u g g e s t s one 
great advantage to this prac­ 
tice. 
W hen the tree has out­ 
grown its tub, plant it as a 
perm anent garden attraction. 
There are many evergreens 
which are perfect for living

Christmas trees: pines, firs, 
cedars and spruces in many 
named varieties small enough 
to do well indoors during the 
season. All these tree families 
have 
varieties which 
grow 
from 2 to 15 feet high making 
them ideal for growth near 
small homes. 


THERE ARE S E V E R A L 
slow-growing or dwarf coni­ 
fers which make ideal living 
Christmas trees. One of the 
most popular selections, the 
deodar cedar has been given 
the appropriate 
c o m m o n 
name: 
California 
Christmas 
Tree. A native of the Hima­ 
layas, the deodar cedar pro­ 
vides frosty blue-green foliage 
in 
the 
traditional 
conical 
shape. There is a compact 
type of this tree which sel­ 
dom grows to more than 25 
feet at m aturity. 
The El wood cypress (cham- 
a e c y p a r i s lawsoniana ell- 
woodii) is a dwarf variety 
which is especially good for 
inland areas 
in 
California. 
This has blue-green foliage 
and grows to a near six feet. 
While the trees are indoors 
they should 
be generously 
watered and kept from too 
much heat. For example, the 
tree should not be directly 
next to a fireplace or heater. 
Aside from the three trees 
m entioned there are several 
others which make wonderful 
outdoor 
Christmas 
t r e e s . 


Among these are the incense 
cedar, Norway spruce (bicea 
excelsa) and narrow Irish ju ­ 
niper (juniperous communis 
hiberinca). T heir sym m etrical 
shapes lend them selves easily 
to strings of lights and other 
seasonal decorations. 


GARDENER'S 
CHECKLIST 


W ith the dorm ant win­ 
ter season approaching, many 
garden 
plants will require 
pruning. Your local nursery­ 
man can give you good advice 
and 
recom m end 
excellent 
pruning manuals. 


O rnam ental deciduous 
shrubs should be sprayed with 
a 
dorm ant 
oil 
spray 
this 
month for scale, fungus and 
other insects. Be careful not 
to hit evergreens when syray- 
ing. 
^ 
This is the last chance 
to take up bulbs and annuals 
which have run their season. 
Don’t forget to look 
over the garden to see if you 
can im prove its w inter ap­ 
pearance by adding some ber­ 
ried shrubs or winter-flower­ 
ing ornam entals. 
A good lawer of steer 
m anure should be laid around 
the roots of ornam ental shrub­ 
bery.

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CHRISTMAS PARCELS 
Pack It Right To Be Sure 
It Arrives In Good Shape 


Mailing Christmas packages 
early is not enough. 
They 
should be securely wrapped 
and tied 
lest they end up in 
Uie “dead parcel” department 
of either post office or Rail­ 
way Express. 
Studies show that most dam­ 
ages to parcel contents are 
due 
to 
improper 
packing. 
Here are suggestions from the 
experts: 


P A C K I N G : 
1. Use a sound, sturdy fi- 
breboard or corrugated con­ 
tainer large enough to provide 
a 2-inch clearance all around 
the gift package. 
2. Use old newspapers for 
cushioning material. Do not 
ball or roll the paper, instead, 
tear 
vertically 
into 
2-inch 
strips and then fluff and crin­ 
kle them. 
3. Insert a 2-inch bottom 
layer of the fluffed newspa­ 
per, then your gift. Stuff 2 
inches of the material on the 
sides and top of the gift— firm 
— but not too tight. 
4. Double pack very fragile 
gifts. First pack them, with 
cushioning, in a proper sized 
carton. Then, with more cush­ 
ioning. pack the first box in a 
second container in the same 
way.

med tape is preferred by the 
express company. Use sturdy 
kraft paper tape at least two 
inches wide. Moisten with vin­ 
egar mixed with water for bet­ 
ter “stickability.” 
If twine is used, it should be 
securely looped around both 
length and girth of package 
twice to make double strand, 
knotting securely top and bot­ 
tom w hore strands cross. 
MARKING — “From” and 
“to” addresses should be bold­ 
ly printed on both top and 
side of parcel. Use crayon or 
heavy pencil, or gummed la­ 
bels, preferably typewritten. 
Get proper abbreviations for 
states; use postal zone num­ 
bers (like Dallas 6, Tex.) 
If using gummed tape for 
parcel post, use printed labels 
which say “may be opened for 
postal 
inspection 
if 
neces­ 
sary.” If letter is enclosed, in­ 
dicate in writing on outside 
wrapping. 
Special labels such as “Fra­ 
gile” or “Perishable” will help 
get your parcel proper hand­ 
ling. 
For Railway Express, the 
cost will be the same for a 
number of parcels to the same 
address. For the U.S. Mails, 
there is a minimum price per 
parcel. However, the limit of 
72 inches in combined length 
and girth may require more 
than one parcel. It’s easier to 
measure first than to re-wrap 
after a trip to the post office. 
Outside of the first three 
postal zones (about 150 miles) 
the weight limit is 20 pounds 
to a first class post office. In­ 
side, limit is 40 pounds with 
certain exceptions.

He has been known to fre­ 
quent the Press and Union 
League Club in San Francisco 
(he is a member) and talk 
about Sherwin, the composer 
of “Songs of San Francisco,” 
“Songs of the Roundup,” and 
a bevy of other song collec­ 
tions. 
Sometimes 
he 
even 
rakes this guy, Sherwin, over 
the coals. There are those 
who do not realize Sherwin 
and Hagen are one and the 
same* person. 


NUMBER 500 in his long 


list of publications is entitled 
“Lily 
of 
t h e 
Goldfields,” 
which has been accepted by 
True West magazine. 
For many a year, Hagen has 
written 
original, 
authentic 
cowboy songs. This is not ac­ 
tually 
a 
contradiction 
in 
terms. Here is an anecdote 
related by Dean Jennings in 
a 1947 Collier’s magazine: 
“When his friend Zo Elliott, 
composer of There’s a Long, 
Long Trail A-Winding, visited 
cattle ranches in New Mex­ 
ico, he heard the cowboys 
singing songs that sounded 
strangely 
familiar. 
Pressed 
for the source of the ballads, 
one cowhand produced a dog­ 
eared copy of a Sherwin al­ 
bum from the bunkhouse. 
4 “They’re 
p l u m b 
purty 
songs,’ he said. ‘The fellow 
that writes ’em is an old cow­ 
hand.’ ” 


THE 
“OLD 
COWHAND” 
who wrote them had never 
been in the saddle of any 
pony going up any lonesom’ 
trail, unless you count the 


gas-fed one that would chug 
up to his Mill Valley moun­ 
tain hideout. 


Hagen is a graduate of 
Stanford University where he 
was editor of the Stanford 
Chaparral and wrote words 
and music for a prize-winning 
operetta, The College Prince. 
Others of his musical plays 
have graced the San Fran­ 
cisco Bohemian Club Grove. 


Hagen’s residence at “Box 
339, Mill Valley,” as he puts 
it, offers him the necessary 
seclusion for his far-flung ac­ 
tivities. 
He 
and 
his 
wife, 
whom he calls Beppo, have 
been residents of Sausalito 
and Mill Valley for more than 
20 years.
